The British flag 
flies over the presidency, which was va- 
cated last evening by'Mr. Steyn, laca 
president'of the Orange Free Statp. 


"Mr.

executive government, the mayor, the 
secretary of the late government, the 
landdrost. and other officials met me 
two miles from the town and presented 
the keys of the public offices. The en- 
emy have withdrawn from the neigh- 
borhood. 
All seems quiet. 
The in- 


habitants gave the troops a cordial 
welcome." 


The news of the fall or Bloemfon- 


tein came too late last evening t.o call 
forth anj7 great popular demonstration, 
but it caused scenes of patriotic en- 
thusiasm in music halls, theaters and 
clubs and in some of the West Enrl 
streets. The truth is that what Eng- 
lishmen most long for is news oC the 
relief of the brave little garrison un- 
der Col. Baden-Powell at Mafeking. 
When it comes, it come it does, there 
will be a renewal of the marvelous 
scenes ot'Laclysmith day. 


The first stage of the war is now def- 


initely finished, but there is the widest 
divergence of opinion as to what tho 
future developments will be. Some be- 
lieve that the complete collapse of the 
Boer resistance .is impending, while 
others fear that when the struggle is 
confined to the Transvaal borders, ful- 
ly six months will he required to com- 
pletely subjugate the burghers. 


It is now clear that President Kru- 


ger's so-called peace proposal accom- 
plished cleverly two objects. First, it 
has given the best opportunity to any 
power wishing to undertake the role 
of intervention. 
There is as yet no 


sign that this will he acted upon; in- 
deed, there has a no time been any in- 
dication that England's rivals would 
endeavor to accomplish their ambi- 
tious purposes by mean's of such pro- 
cedure. 
Second. President Kruger is 


now able to give to any of his taint- 
hei'rted burghers an official declaration 
of Great Britain's purpose to annex 
both the Boe:' republics. 
Their only 


chance to preserve their independence, 
therefore, is to persist in their re- 
sistance in the hope that European 
complications may compel England to 
abandon her purpose. 


It is now well known that England 


will prosecute the war with the utmost 
energy during the next few weeks, in 
order to make peace before the threat- 
ened perils nearer home reanh a crisis

Wednesday, Prof. Dean C. Worcester, 
who has been appointed to the new 
Philippine commission, tendered his 
resignation as a member of the univer- 
sity faculty. The resignation was ac- 
cepted.

Prof. Worcester is taken to mean that 
he will never return to the university 
or to his profession of teaching. While

Sho has advanced 
the argument and the belief that if 
other classes of labov are conceded the 
right of an eight-hour day household 
servants should bn as welt treated. 


Society and club women are inter- 


ested in the experiment which Mr3. 
Blaine is making. Mrs. Clinton Locke, 
who is a famous housekeeper and hos- 
tess, believes the idea may be practi- 
cal in homes where relays of servants 
can be had, but not in the more mod- 
est homes—the houses of the majority 
—which, she says, are the ones to con- 
sider most. 
She thinks rules should 


be made for the many, not for the few, 
and that much of the dissatisfaction of 
servants arises from improper manage- 
ment. She considers the case of do- 
mestic service not a parallel of that in 
factories or business establishments, 
•where, for instance, the illness of tha 
employer makes no difference, his life 
being apart from the labor to be done, 
and where activity begins and ends at 
regular hours.
